THK SVntTB cm OX-KYK DAISY. 

*Tho whito daisy is n nativo of Eu¬ 
rope, but lias become widely spread 
over this country, und on its first intro¬ 
duction into meadows excite l a good 
deni of n! nr in on account of tho diffi¬ 
culty often experienced in extorminnt- 
ing it. It is a perennial, is propigntcd 
from tho see 1 and when it onco gains a 
footing in u timothy meadow about the 
only remedy is the plough. One season 
of clean cultivation will c oar tho field 
of it, but as the seed is exceedingly light, 
it i* easily curried by the wind, nnd 
may thus be transplanted from neigh¬ 
boring mead ows. 

Its most common manner of introduc¬ 
tion is ir* gnu* seed, and whenever it 
appears, if not too numerous, every 
white blossom should lie pulled out and 
destroyed before it ripens it* seed. An¬ 
other plan i* to mow tho grass early, 
before the dusy matures its seel. Tho 
plant grows from ono to two foot in 
height, with but few hmnehos and 
sometime* .several stems from tho ffam« 
root. Tho main rtem and tho few long 
brnnche* aro oach terminated with a 
single head of (lowers. Tho stem is 
rather spar-toly clothed with narrow, 
course-toothed or gadied leaves, aud the 
t-inglo heud of flowers when expanded 
is from nn inch to un inch and a half in 
i diameter. 

The points in which farmers aro most 
interested are how lo g.-t rid of it when 
it has appeared nnd tiow to prevent its 
introduction. On meadows of high 
fertility the grass nnd clover will keep 
tho weed down, #.o ns to render the task 
of cxterminuting it comparatively easy.

Mr. B. U. 6ul- 
grove, tho oldeit nowspaper man in tho 
city, snys he remember* seeing* whon 
a boy, in 1835 or thereabout*, several 
stocks or buslioi o>f “loro apples” grow¬ 
ing on the north sido of Market streot, 
near I)eliware, in tho garden of John 
Wilkins or “Archie” Liugenfclter. 
They we ic not called ••tomatoes” and 
nobody thought of eating them moro 
than “jiinsou burs.’’ They were not 
commonly grown, even for garden 
ornnraonr, and it wa* a half store of 
years later before they came into evon 
occasional tab’c uso. But lie ri-mcin- 
bers that some of the doctors of that 
day commended them os a healthful 
thing to cat, aud the new name “to¬ 
mato*’ hecatno familiar. F.fty years or 
imro ago tfiis wa* tho fame and food 
value of the tomato, now more often 
and generally used, and in more for ins 
than any other garden product what¬ 
ever.

Farmers can remedy ono evil by a 
ill! o trouble., Most of tho burns wore 
erected flush with the highway, and lie. 
fore steam camo into uso as a rnotivo 
power for threshing grain. Ilorsc- 
Itowers wero run by a shorter belt thun 
is used for steam, and they could bo so 
placed as not to block tho road, but 
now, .with longer belts, tlio road is on- 
tiroly blocked in many casos. To pass, 
teams havo to drivo around in the Hold*, 
for the engine must come to a halt aud 
the belt bo thrown oil. In either case 
horses uro frighten' d and tho occupuuts 
of carriages iu constant fear. This 
bu-iiiesH 1ms become a nuisaacr.

1 set out nearly one hundre I 
trees last spring that ware mostly 
plums. The toll was light and toady. 

I only watered them at the time of set¬ 
ting. Digging holes of suitable size, 

I put In half e wheclhsrrow full of soft 
clay, and packed it to mnke a dishing 
bottom to the hole that it might hold 
water better. Up.an this I put richsur¬ 
face soil, and then set the trees, lean¬ 
ing each one to the southwest. Etch 
hole was then filled with surface soil, 
nnd each tree had a good watering. 
My lions took care of the fruit trot thee 
rcat of the aeovon. Not a tree died, 
nor were they watered again, although 
the season was vary dry. Tan molstttM 
was held in a very satisfactory manner 
by the clay dishes, and the sun, strik¬ 
ing the treos obi qiely, did not blister 
the bark nor injure any of them. Oita 
were aown several times dur ng ths sea¬ 
son and cultivated in. Tnis kept the 
fowls bu«y, furnished them with green 
food, and male them work all summon 
No pait of the yard dried down over 
one inch, while the same kind of soil 
in adjoining fields dried to the depth 
of a foot or moro. A little fine salt 
scattered around such trees helps to 
keep them healthy. If trees are set 
leaning in tho way I have mentioned, 
they will sion be righted up by the pre¬ 
vailing wind*, and in n few years will 
mnks better orchard* thin treoiset out 
plumb .—Farm ami Horn*.

cow can be kept and churned by itself. 
A* a rule, man can govern in matters of 
time, speed an«l temperature, and bring 
these into working harmony, letter 
than he can bring about that exact uni¬ 
formity in the butter-making qualities 
required in dairy cows, for the best 
possible results in butter-making undor 
the present methods of setting and 
churning. 

In other worla, allowing the milk of 
each cow to vary at times at it’ may 
from its own average standard, or from 
the average of the herd, but givo u« u 
practical mithol of getting from tho 
milk of each, the most and tho bes: 
butter it is capable of producing. When 
wc have this we will be a* far advanced 
in profitable dairying as the enthusiast 
expects to bo when ho has a hord so 
carefully brod that the milk of all the 
cows is exactly alike; requiring a uni¬ 
form treatment throughout, trim tho 
setting of tho milk to the final taking 
of the butter from tho churn. — The 
Fanner

I)-n't allow tho poultry dropp ngs to 
accumulate in tho house fur weeks at a 

time. 

A safe rule to follow Is to retain all 
sows that have successfully raised thoir 
litters. 

Have you ever figured out what it 
costa you to keep a cow for a year? If 
not, why not? 

Do you know of any resson why a 
farmer shou'd uot kocp “accounts” a* 
well ns any other hudness man? 

The common practice of nnny farm¬ 
ers of keeping more horse* than they have 
employment for in winter is destructive 
of profit. 

Don't hatch out a lot of chicks In 
midwinter, or very early spring, unless 
you hnve n suitable place ia which to 
raise them.

SALT FOR PF.AR AND qiTlNCK TRKKd. 

Silt la not in it*df a manure, but itn 
action in releasing plant food locked in 
insolublo forms mikj* it ofton a profit- 
abio application for some kin is of fruit 
tree*. Wo heard a day or two ago of 
an experiment that a former mile wi’h 
a neglected ponr treo which for years 
had grown nothing of value. Think¬ 
ing ho would kill tho troo In told his 
hired man during tho winter or early 
spring to empty around it a barrel of 
spoiled bjof briuo. It was ho done, 
but fatten 1 of dying tho tree took on 
a new lease of lifo, nnd its rich, green 
foliago was a surprise to nil who siw it. 
A year later this tree was heavily loa led 
with tho largest nud finest pears ever 
keen of its variety. Tho tree lias kept 
on bearing siuco that application 
though we hope not without n further 
supply of manure. Wo have always 
made a practico of applying salt freely 
around quince trees, though not to the 
txesusior; of other manures. Quinces 
ueod much higher feeding than they 
get. Heavy manuring will not maVe 
make them run to leaf and wood in- 
stead of fruit. Caution should bo used 
in applying suit not to put it on too 
strong. It is not a safe application f or 
itono fruits, * like cherry, peach aud 
plum. Tho foliage of these tree* is 
easily killed, and with an overdose of 
salt at the roots, tho leavos will fall off 
sod the tree, will quickly die.

One advnntago with this is that in 
addition to dicing a good feo J for stock, 
it also enhances tho value of the 
manure-heap almost to the extent of 
the cost of the bran. It is one of the 
few materials that the fanner can ufford 
to purchase for feeding, but the best 
results can be secured by mixing and 
feeding with cut-feed. 

While uot a complete f >od la beelf, 
bran adds to the vslua of cut-ha*', 
straw and fodder, an l by m xing 
thoroughly after cutting, stock enu l*o 
wintered if given a full feed of this 
with but little grain. Aud for this 
reason it will bo found a cheap food. 
It supplies to u large extent, the ele¬ 
ments of nutntiou that the other ma¬ 
terials are deticieut in, so that by 
combining, g »od rations can bo unde 
up, and in ihis way mu It that cannot 
be u*od to tho beat advantage alone 
cau, by combining with brsn, be male 
into s goo 1 feod for stock.

If this queer plant 
is removed from one plot to uu other, it 
seems angry, and tho lenva* stand out 
in a 1 directions like quills ou n potcu- 
pine. A most pungent and sickening 
odor, said to roseuible that given off by 
rattlcsnakos wheu annoyed, lilis the air, 
and it is only after an hour or so that 
tho loaves fold in the natural way.

'lie channel very soon loses its depth from 4 feet 
opposite J. B. Khines’ lumber yard to 3 feet at the 
Old Colony Railroad Bridge, 800 feet above. For 
the last 1 i-3 miles the axis of the channel is a se¬ 
ries of curves, exceedingly difficult to navigate. 
Thus opposite the base line on the Old Colony 
Railroad track there is an S curve, each branch with 
350 feet radius through 90 degrees. 

BRIDGES AMD DRAWS. 

Quincy Bridge.—Two and one-half miles below 
the head of navigation is the first bridge on this 
river, Quincy Bridge. It connects Quincy Point 
town of Quincv) with Ferry Point, Weymouth. It 
is a pile bru’ge 850 feet long between the abutments 
The draw, wtiieh is double vertically folding, has a 
width of 36.7 feet in clear. Its location is not in 
the deepest part of th* channel, where the depth is 
19 feet, but 150 feet west thereof, where the depth 
is only 13 feet. The daaw pier, extending 135 feet 
above and below tlie bridge, does not follow the 13 
loot contour; off the southerly end of the draw pier 
in the axis of tho draw is only 9 feet of water, so 
that vessels passing up river must haul off east¬ 
ward^- from the pier after passing the draw. 

Braintree Bridge is over 1,400 feet below the dam 
f>n the Monatiouot River; the draw has a clear open¬ 
ing of 35 feet in width and is located properly in 
the deepest water; the draw pier also conforms to , 
the direction of the channel. 

Old Colony Railroad Bridge over Smelt Brook, 
is at the head of navigation and has no draw, 

BORINGS. 

Besides a number of random borings with an iron 
rod, thirty-five were located and registered. Their 
positions arc shown on the plan by red circles and 
tlie character of the bottom penetrated is stated in 
the annexed table. 

The main fact developed by the borings is that J 
the “Quag Rocks" are not ledge* •*» was supposed, 
but a bed of bowlders and cobble imbedded in clay, 
dipping'gradually from the west to the cast sidt of 
the river [see borings I to 8 and 33 to 35 inclusive.] 
Above and below Quag Rocks the river bottom is 
mud and sand in varying thicknesses overlying the 
hard pan, consisting of gravel and clay.

During the past ten years $11,700 have 
been expended by private enterprise for 
dredging in nml adjacent to the channel 
between East Braintree and Quincy Point. 

The river is obstructed, it is alleged, l»y 
shoals and rocks at various points, all of 
which lie principally in the section of 2 
miles long which extends from Quincy 
Point to East Braintree. There is also one 
shoal one-fourth of a mile lielow Quincy 
Point, in tlie liend opposite Germantoyvn 
(Coast Survey chart, 1878.
